The interview developed in 
nnection with a one-day stand 
by the comedian at Minneapolis 
Radio City theater, where he 
shattered all existing box-office 
records for a “single.” 

Kaye said, in the course of the 
interview, that he knows of “some 
anti‘Semitism” in the theatrical 
field. He qualified that statement 
by saying that he personally had 
Never encountered any _ anti- 
Semitism during his years as an 
entertainer. 

The comedian flatly denied 4 
report which appeared in the 
London Zionist Review last year 
that while playing before a pack- 
ed Palladium in London he had 
admonished Jewish Friday night 
theater-zoers with “What are you 
doing here on Shabbos?” 

NEVER SAID IT 

His demeanor ruffled once 
again, Kaye said vehemently, “I 
never play or address myself to 
any one part of the audience. 
Such a report is fictional and 
facetious.” 

In an effusive flow of language, 
the comic said that he uses no 
Yiddish dialect, words, inflections 
or material in any of his stage 


Toutines. Though he has never 


appeared on the Yiddish stage or

HELPS ALL CAUSES 

Asked about any aid to the 
United Jewish “Appeal, the co- 
median did not reply directly.

He re- 
peated his statement that “Peo- 
ple come to the theater to be 
entertained. They show their ap- 
preciation for the entertainer’s 
efforts and abilities, not his color 
or national origin.”

New Perils To Jews 

NEW YORK—“New perils” in 
“unstable areas” of the world 
confront Jews again, making it 
necessary to be “on the alert for 
new threats against the lives of 
those Jews,” Dr. Israel Goldstein 
said last week. 

In his first press conference 
since election as chairman of the 
Western Hemisphere branch of 
the World Jewish Congress, Dr. 
Goldstein said he was disturbed 
by reports of “fresh outbreaks of 
anti-Semitism in Germany and in 
the Moslem countries.” 

He said the WJCongress had 
intervened repeatedly before the 
United Nations to protect the 
status of Jews in such country 
and that the Congress felt that 
the UN was “was the instrument 
to insure the security of imperiled 
groups everywhere.” 


Biggest Rumanian 


Jewish Group Arrives 

TEL AVIV—Some 1,400 Ru- 
manian Jews arrived here aboard 
the Transylvania this week, the 
largest party of Rumanian. Jews 
to come to Israel since its estab- 
lishment. 

It was also the first party 
chosen by the Rumanian Govern- 
ment and not the Jewish Agency. 
The average-age is higher than 
previous groups and the propor- 
tion of invalids much greater.

TEL AVIV—A short jail sentence, reprimands and fines were 
levied last week in the case of Israeli Jews arrested when they ate 
bread last Passover in an army camp. 

The three men were arrested by military police at Elath, Israel’s 
southern-most outpost, on the second evening of Passover. Their 
arrest was ordered by Army Chief Chaplain Shlomo Goren. 

The trial was scheduled for two weeks ago and then postponed 
until last week. All three were free during the entire period and it 
was emphasized that they were not charged with violation of Bibli- 


cal law 


The defendants included a soldier and two civilian employes of 
the Army. The soldier was charged with improper behavior towards 
a superior officer. The civilians were accused of disobeying Army 
orders which forbid the eating of bread during Passover in Israel 


Army camps. 


Charges against the men were filed on the basis that civilians 
working in Army institutions were subject to Army orders for such 


institutions. 


The soldier was given a 14-day jail term. The civilians were 
reprimanded and each was fined five pounds, about $15. 

In addition, the court ordered that the decision be published in 
the Orders of the Day of the Army units in which the civilians are 


employed.

LOS ANGELES—tThe record of 
no prison terms for any of the 
defendants in the federal indict- 
ments on Palestine arms smug- 
gling charges was maintained 
here this week. 

Herman M. Greenspun of Las 
Vegas entered a sudden plea of 
guilty last week. He was fined 
$10,000 by Judge Peirson M. Hall. 

Two other defendants who had 
pleaded guilty to similar indict- 
ments. also were fined $10,000 
each. They were William Sosnow 
of New York and Abraham Levin 
of North Hollywood. Sosnow and 
Leivn were indicted in Miami in 
the first of the federal indictments 
returned in the arms cases.

Syria Hikes Price 
For Arab DP Wheat 


BEIRUT —Syria this week de- 
manded a price above the world 
market rate for wheat to be dis- 
tributed to Arab refugees in 
Syria, as well as in Lebanon and 
Jordan. 

The United Nations Relief and 
Works Organization, which is 
providing for the refugees in part 
created by Syria’s aggression 
against Israel, is seeking wheat 
from less greedy suppliers. 

UN officials said that until now 
Syria wheat was sold for the 
Arab refugees at a price below 
the world market rate because 
the grain was inferior. The Arab 
refugees complained of the poor

THE QUOTATION FROM HALKIN’S RECENT book in English 
may serve as a background for the discussion of his recent article 
in Hebrew. The article which forms the subject of the present col- 
umn appears, as already mentioned, in BITZARON. It is a long 
article, containing some 7,000 words, and is entitled “Zionism in the 
Life of the Jewish State.” 

BITZARON was founded over 10 years ago by the late Prof. 
Chaim Tchenowitz (Rav Tzair) who died last year. It is now edited 
by a board consisting of Hayim Greenberg, Harry A. Wolfson, 
Pinkos Churgin and Simon Halkin. Halkin is the resident Israel 
member of the board. Until a year ago, Halkin, famous mostly as a 
Hebrew poet, was Professor of Hebrew Literature at the Jewish 
Institute of Religion in New York. For the past year he has been 
teaching the same subject at the Hebrew University at Jerusalem.

I TRIED TO condense a 7,000 
word article into about one- 
tenth. Naturaly I had to omit 
a great deal. There are two 
comments I have to offer. 

One, Halkin’s article overlooks 
one important revolution which 
American Zionism went through 
during the war; it faced up to 
the need for asking for a Jewish 
State and it spelled out its de- 
mand fully; it stood up to its own 
president and Government. The 
next logical step would have 
been another revolution more or 
less along the lines Halkin indi- 
cates. But the leaders of the first 
revolution, Rabbi Abba Hillel 
Silver and Dr. Emanuel Neu- 
mann, got cold feet; they forgot 
how to spell and they got them- 
selves entangled in Zionist poli- 
tics. Those who replace them 
are the very opposite of an im- 
provement.

ciate the meaning and the extent 
of the first revolution and of the 
courage it took to effect it; be 
cause there is so much in com 
mon between American Zionists 
and non-Zionists, Israel has failed 
to see that there is, after all, a 
real difference; it has failed g9 
far to appreciate the potential.

A LITTLE RUSTY 

After reading about a Catholic 
couple who were married by an 
Israel rabbi because no one 
thought to question them con- 
cerning their religion, many Is- 
raeli were prone to agree with 
Ben Zvi that as a majority group, 
Jews are quite rusty. 

On the other hand Israeli 
Jews are proving themselves in 
many ways the kind of majority 
that many minority Jewish com- 
munities abroad would welcome. 

For instance, Rev. William L. 
Hull wrote in a copy of the 
CHRISTIAN NEWS, edited by 
the Ministry of Religions, that 
“Jewish authorities showed a re- 
markable spirit of cooperation 
with Protestants to make*Christ- 
mas a real time of rejoicing.” 

WHY HE DID IT 

Hull’s comments were inspired 
by the manner in which Food 
Controller Dov Joseph relaxed 
his iron grip on the austerity 
program long enough to provide 
special Christmas rations of 
chicken, rice, plum pudding, and 
sugar. And on Easter there were 
hoiiday rations of chicken and 
lamb or especially provided pork. 

Additional rations were given 
to parish priests to enable them 
to entertain their congregations 
and assist the needy. 

Special permission was given 
for the cutting of Christmas 
trees and the Chief of Protocol 
presented trees to all members 
of the diplomatic corps. Israel 
army officers trimmed a_ tree 
While preparing a Christmas 
Party for Christian children. 

On New Year's Day the social 
department of the Jerusalem Mu- 
nicipality distributed gifts of

How Christians Live 


In the Jewish State 

This is the third and last in 
a series of exclusive articles 
on the treatment of the Chris- 
tian minority by the Jewish 
majority in the first Jewish 
State in 2,000 years. 











Jews at Christian services and by 
Christians in Synagogues is a 
common occurence in Israel. 

“We also feel free to visit in 
Jewish homes,” he said. “Social 
barriers are practically non- 
existent.” 

A recent visit to Israel by Abbe 
Louis Celis of Belgium pleased 
Jews and Christians alike. The 
priest had helped to save Jewish 
children from the Nazis during 
the German occupation of Bel- 
gium and at the same time care- 
fully assured their adherence to 
Jewish ritual observance. 

When a Tel Aviv lawyer heard 
the story from four children who 
had been saved by the priest, he 
invited Celis to visit them in Is- 
rael. The priest arrived in time 
to participate in a kibbutz Pass- 
over ceremony and to attend the 
wedding of the eldest of the chil- 
dren whom he had befriended. 

SOME INCIDENTS 

In the course of a year two in- 
ternal incidents have marred 
Christian-Jewish relations in Is- 
rael. Last October three Jewish 
boys were found guilty of des- 
ecrating 30 graves in the Ameri- 
can cemetery in Jerusalem; they 
were placed on probation for 
three years. 

In March, the Church of Visi- 
tation in Ain Karem was burglar- 
ized. The culprits have not been 
found but the Ministry of Reli- 
gious Affairs paid for immediate 
repairs so that religious functions 
of the Church would not be in- 
terrupted. 

Despite these incidents all sec- 
tions of Christian religious life 
have been lavish in their praise 
of the attitude of the government 
toward its minorities. 

Writing in the CHRISTIAN 
NEWS, Rev. Hull, pastor of the 
Zion Christian Mission, said that 
“there is no complaint of desecra- 
tion of Mission property; on the 
other hand the Government went 
to considerable trouble to protect 
Protestant mission property dur- 
ing the absence of the mission- 
aries.” 

Mgr. Anthony Vergani, head of 
the Latin Catholic community in 
Israel, said that “there has not 
been a single case of protest 
against any limitations on free- 
dom; nor against any lack of re- 


spect for religious persons or 
places during religious  func- 
tions.” 


The Moderator of the Presby- 


tery of Jerusalem, Rev. Scott 
Morrison, wrote that “the Israel 
Ministry of Religions has been 
most cooperative in facilitating 
the granting of visas and the im- 
port of equipment.” 


The greatest tribute that could 
be paid the government through 
the pages of the CHRISTIAN 
NEWS came in the form of a 
complaint by Rev. Lindsey. 


Although rabbinical authority 
receives its primary support 
from the Orthodox element who 
control the Ministry of Religion 
and who publish the paper, Rev. 
Lindsey was allowed to use its 
pages to blast the “antiquated 
system of religious communities” 
which control laws of personal 
status. 


THEY DEPLORE IT 

Wrote Lindsey: “Baptists de- 
plore the present formulation of 
the law of personal status... . 
This law continues the anti- 
quated recognition of religious 
‘communities’ which have vary- 
ing authority over their members 
in such spheres as that of mar- 
riage, divorce, and inheritance. 


“Baptists would like to see Is- 
rael become a truly modern state 
with such general matters which 
affect the community as a whole 
being treated by civil courts. As 
the law now stands, marriage for 
example MUST be a religious 
ceremony, performed according 
to the particular rites of the so- 
called ‘community’ without re- 
gard to the wishes of the per- 
sons concerned. 

“The real interest of religion 
will be best served when every 
man may choose or refuse the 
particular religious guidance of 
a particular religious group,” 
Rev. Lindsey concluded. 





Schacht Libel Suit

CONVERSION FEARED 

While the Government has made 
no formal statement, the clergy- 
men had been given to under- 
stand that there was some feel- 
ing that use of Hebrew was aimed 
at converting Jews to Christi- 
anity. 

Denying the charge of a curb 
on principle, Agron said “there 
was no departure from principle 
of religious liberty guaranteed by 
Israel to all denominations.” 

“The fact ‘that all religious 
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communities, Christian and Mos- 
lem, have been invited to make 
use of the Government broad- 
casting service in itself evidence 
of our desire that adherents of 
all faiths, and their institutions, 
should enjoy every reasonable 
facility for the exercise of their 
religious functions,” he said.

HOW ABOUT A MANUAL ON HOW 
TO BE A TRULY JEWISH PARENT? 


By CARL ALPERT 


NE of the most striking observations on Jewish education made 
at the recent convention of the Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica was the reminder by Dr. David Rudavsky that true Jewish edu- 


cation really begins in the home. The remark 
sounds axiomatic, but we must be reminded even 
of axioms from time to time to bring theorists 
and “experts” back to realities. 

The Jewish loyalties and attitudes of the adults 
are basically shaped by home environment when 
they are children, and while occasionally we may 
hear of youngsters who come home from Hebrew 
School and influence the attitudes of the home, 
these are exceptiomal cases. For too long we have 
been placing exclusive emphasis on formal Jew- 
ish schooling, which often comes too late to alter 
the patterns already set. 


ALPERT 


There are textbooks and pedagogic manuals galore for every 
grade of a Jewish school, but thus far I have seen no guide book 
which adequately helps a parent to provide his child with the funda- 
mentals of pre-school Jewish attitudes. There are many mothers 


and fathers who would not think of rearing their youngster without 
almost daily consultation in the volumes by Spock or Gesell. It is 
important that they know how to develop proper eating habits, 
and how to influence the behavior and cultural growth of the little 
ones. But the little children are more than human animals; they 
are also Jews, with a particular cultural pattern and set of values 
which they will inherit. It is necessary, therefore, that parents be 
provided with a book which will tell them, not only how to be par- 
ents, but also how to be Jewish parents.

SUCH A MANUAL should deal with all the elements of Jewish 
life. If kashruth is observed in the home, the child should learn an 
elementary rationale for it which will establish his attitude in the 
years to come. He should be given an understanding of the reason 
for lighting the Sabbath candles. He should know what a Mezuzah 
is—and what is inside of it. In order to give intelligent explana- 
tions, of course, the parents must know the answers themselves— 
and this would be one purpose of the manual.

Ohio Council Unit 
Considers Israel

CINCINNATI—The anti-Zionist American Council for Judaism 
should be considered not an enemy of Israel but “an elder brother, 
jealous of a younger brother’s reputation.” 

On that basis, according to Harry M. Hoffheimer, chairman of 

















the Council’s Cincinnati chapter, the Council claimed the right to 
criticize activities of the State of Israel and its Jewish citizens. 

The latest effort in definition of the Council’s attitude toward 
Israel was made by Hoffheimer in a letter to the AMERICAN 
ISRAELITE, local Anglo-Jewish weekly. 

DIDN’T LIKE SEGAL’S SLAP 
Hoffheimer offered the new approach in a comment on a col- 
umn by Al Segal, Seven Arts Feature Syndicate. Segal had re- 
rted on < visit to the Council’s recent convention in Cincinnati. 
In that column, Segal had slapped the Council’s fear of the Jewish 
Republic and its slurs against American Jewish supporters of 
el. 
ar eathelmer was named to succeed Dr. Leon Saks, who resigned 
from the Council early this month after a futile battle to persuade 
the Council nationally to drop its attitude of neutrality-plus-hostil- 
ity toward the United Jewish Apeal. Dr. Saks also said the Council 
had failed to develop a positive program toward strengthening 
American Judaism. (NJP July 7). 

“Like your grandson,” Hoffheimer said to Segal, “we are proud 
of the achievements of Israel and rejoice in its humanitarian ac- 
complishments. We applaud its good deeds and exult in its virtues.” 

THEY AREN’T BLIND TO VICE 


However, Hoffheimer added, this did not mean that Council ks 


members “need be blind to the faults and injustices of Israel or its 
partisans or should hold our peace when statements are made, 
ostensibly in the name of all Jews, which we consider to be incon- 
sistent with the high ideals of our religion and of Israel itself. 

“Consider us, rather, as an elder brother, jealous of a younger 
prother’s reputation, proud of the youngster’s virtues but impelled 
to reprimand him for his faults. In such a spirit we must and shall 
speak out against certain deeds and words both of the Israeli and 
of those to whom any criticism of Israel is heresy or perhaps I 
should say sedition.” 

SOME OF THE SINS OF ISRAEL , 

Hoffheimer then listed a series of items of alleged misconduct. 

“When a Government abridges the freedom of religion, when 
it decides for its citizens of whatever faith what sort of meat they 
may buy, when it attempts to dictate the actions of inhabitants of 
other lands, the Council says that such a Government and its spokes- 
men are false to the religion in the name of which they purport 
to speak and act, and that, whatever our sympathies with the vir- 
tues and tribulations of these people, we cannot permit such devi- 
ations to go unchallenged,” he said. “Needless to say, we shall be 
most happy as the occasions for the exercise of our critical func- 
tion diminish.”

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Philadelphia Kashrut Group 
Starts Work On Clean-Up Plan 


PHILADELPHIA—The Committee for Kashrut, an organiza- 
tion of observant Philadelphia Jewry, went to work this week on 
a new program for reorganization of the local Vaad Hakashrut, 






supreme local body for supervision of kashrut. 
The program will be presented at a meeting between a sub- 


committee of the Vaad and a 
nine-man planning committee re- 
presenting the consumers. The 
Committee for Kashrut was or- 
ganized several months ago as a 
protest against the delay in re- 
organizing the Vaad. . 

The Vaad has been under steady 
fire for the past two years on 
charges of lack of effective super- 
vision of kosher foods, unduly 
high prices and inefficient organ- 
ization. The Philadelphia Jewish 
TIMES has been pushing for a 
reorganization. 

The TIMES said no date had 
been set for the meeting but 
that the Vaad had promised it 
would be held in the near future. 

The Committee for Kashrut 
met last week to hear a report 
of its planning committee on a 
meeting with the Vaad July 11, 
the TIMES reported. The meet- 
ing last week authorized the 
planning committee to draw up a 
concrete plan. 

The planning committee was 
urged to consider suggestions 
made by Rabbi Meyer Kramer of 
Brith Sholom Synagogue and of 
Dr. Israel Press, a member of 
of the planning committee. 

NON-PROFIT PLAN 

Rabbi Kramer had proposed re- 
organization of the Vaad, now 
Orthodox-controlled, into a public, 
non-profit corporation, composed 
of two groups. One group would 
be a general board of directors of 
40 to 50 laymen representing the 
city’s synagogues, which would 
handle administrative and policy 


matters. The other group would 
be made up of rabbis who would 
deal only with the religious is- 
sues involved. 

Dr. Press proposed the demo- 
cratization of the Vaad and urged 
that its scope of activities be ex- 
pended to include sanction of all 
items bearing the kosher label. 

MEMBERSHIP IDEA 

Another issue was-a proposal 
that the Committee of Kashut 
be admitted to membership in the 
Vaad. That proposal had been 
made in the form of a motion at 
the July 11 conference by Rabbi 
David Kapustin of Congregation 
Bnai Minashe. 

The planning committee asked 
that the motion be tabled until 
it could be discussed by the entire 
membership of the Committee for 
Kashrut. 

The committee, at its meeting 
last week, authorized the planning 
committee to accept membership 
on the Vaad, provided the com- 
mittee members were admitted 
as members of the committee, 
under the committee’s jurisdict- 
ion. 

Sam Freedman, secretary of 
the committee, was instructed to 
get in touch with the - Kosher 
Butchers Association and make 
arrangements for a meeting be- 
tween the two groups. 

Arthur Dennis, counsel for the 
butchers, said he had been in- 
structed by the butchers to co- 
operate with the Committee for 
Kashrut.

AND WHAT WOULD BE YOUR 
QUICK DEFINITION OF A GOOD FRIEND?

F you had just a few minutes to formulate a definition of a good 
friend, what would your answer be? 

WOMEN’S DAY magazine reported a parlor 
ame in which everyone was asked to write a defi- 
nition (unsigned so that no one would be em- 
parrassed ) and some of the replies show original 
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thinking: 

“One who will accept HALF a confidence— 
then never bring up the subject again.” “One who 
jets you grumble about your husband’s faults but 
neither defends him nor agrees with you.” “One 
who has a comfortable number of weaknesses but 
not the same as your own.” “A guy who won’t ’ 
jet you take advantage of him only because he knows you'll feel 
like a heel if you do.”

ABBI Shubert Spero writes that my “implication that tolerance 
demands that one accord a measure of truth to divergent 
yiews is particularly incongruous in the field of religion. Religion 
almost by definition demands intense conviction from which flows 
cacrifice and, if needed, martyrdom.” 
~ as long aS Rabbi Spero is describing for us-the intensity of 
conviction which he believes should be part of religious belief, let 
him also Show us the other side of the coin. Were not most of the 
persecutions and expulsions and inquisitions which the Jews suf- 
fered delivered by those who were filled with the “intense convic- 
tion’ that Christianity was the true religion? Could it have been 
God’s purpose to set brother against brother on methods of wor- 
shipping Him? . 
Rabbi Spero writes glibly about the difference between “poli- 
tical persecution” and religious conviction. But there was nothing 
political about Martin Luther’s treatment of the Jews. He him- 
self (as well as the early settlers in America) was the object of 
attack by the dominant Catholic group. His attitude was just as 
individual as is Rabbi Spero’s in insisting that his was the only 
Truth. And as for political action, the Orthodox Jews of America, 
being only a small, impotent minority, are not in a position to 
exert any such pressure, but it is interesting to observe what 
similar-‘minded persons in Israel are attempting along this line. 


1 LIKE MUCH BETTER the attitude expressed by Rabbi Mil- 
ton Steinberg in his “Basic Judaism”: 

“Modernist (Jews) refuse to look on the diverse communions 
as though they were so.many systems of propositions of which 
only one can be true while all others must be false. They conceive 
of them rather as one thinks of different individuals or cultures, 
each possessed of verities and virtues peculiar to itself. 

“In this light, it is good, not regrettable, that religions are 
plural, just as it is advantageous to the world that there are many 
persons and civilizations. 

“Life is the richer in color and variety... 

“Individual doctrines are of course either true or false—an 
issue of burning moment. But no communion is of error all com- 
pact. In any case, religion is not an arithmetical process to be 
exploded by the discovery of a mistake. Nor ought the adherents 
of any faith to claim on its behalf all of truth and goodness. Rather 
it is their duty to make the most of its virtues, correct its fal- 
lacies and make good its deficiencies ... 

“The end of the matter is this: the Jewish modernist prefers 
not to put one religion in contrast with another. He is content that 
each has its share of verity and worth, that all have the right to 
be, that out of their diversity, God, man and the truth are better 
served in the long run.” 

(Note: Rabbi Steinberg did not use the term “modernist” to 
mean “Reform Jew.” He divided religious Jews into two groups: 
traditionalist and modernist.)

Schwartz, Joint Distribution Committee general di- 
rector, puts and end to any doubt about it. 

The doors of Israel are being shut in the face of 
Jews. 

If the delay meant only another tortuous year or 
so before Polish or Rumanian Jews could get to the 
promised land, that would be bad. It would be the 
blackest sin of those Jews who shrugged off their re- 
sponsibility in the 1950 United Jewish Appeal drive 
and then drove off to month-long vacations, or re- 
paired to a nearby dice table and dropped a cool

MEMO TO ZOA: DON'T MAKE LZOA 
MISTAKES ON CHALUTZ PROGRAM 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 
The probability that the new 
administration of the Zionist Or- 

ization of America will make 
ehalutziut a major goal is very 
gratifying to many Zionists who 
pelieve that without it, Zionism 
will soon lose its spirit of broth- 
erly relationship and keen inter- 
est in Israel and even its very 
“raison a’etre.” But before em- 
parking on a wide chalutziut pro- 
gram, let’s make a little Heshbon 
Hanefesh and honestly ask our- 
selves: For whom chalutziut? 
let’s first look at the record of 
the Labor Zionists. Perhaps we 
could learn from it how to avoid 
the mistakes that have brought 
ther whole chalutz program to 
a dead end without knowing 
where to turn. 


About 20 years ago, the Labor 
Zionists of this country estab- 
Jished the. first hachshara farm 
for American youth and declared 
chalutziut one of their major 
goals. Their hearts were young 
and gay then. They didn’t ask 
themselves for whom they were 
puilding these training farms. 
The thought that a time might 
come when some of their own 
children might want to enter 
these farms and eventually go to 
Israel didn’t come to their minds. 
A Jewish State was then a fara- 
way hope and dream, and their 
children were very young. 

When the test came and some 
of their own children, who some- 
how have a tendency to grow up 
too rapidly, wanted to enter those 
Hachashara farms, they met with 


strong opposition from their par-~ 


ents. It is because of this opposi- 
tion that American chalutzim 
have been a neglibigle factor in 
the development of Israel. When 
David Ben-Gurion’s appeal to 
American Jewry for chalutzim 
met with strong protests, the Is- 
raeli leaders decided to appeal 
directly to Labor Zionist mem- 
bers, hoping for a better re- 
sponse. At the convention of the 
Farband, the LZOA fraternal or- 
der, M. Grabereski, the special 
delegate from the Histadrut, 
made a very eloquent and con- 
vincing appeal that the LOZA 
send 25 per cent of their youth 
to help build up Israel with their 


o 
technical knowhow and skill. He 
revealed that England and South 
Africa with their small Jewish 
communities had sent more chal- 
utzim to Israel than had the U.S. 
The delegates wriggled in their 
seats and felt very uncomfort- 
able. 

Fortunately, their general se- 
certary, Mr. Louis Segal, quickly 
came to their rescue. He declared 
that we need our youth here to 
keep up and further Jewish cul- 
ture in the United States and ap- 
pealed for a convention vote for 
a special fund of $150,000 for 
this purpose. The delegates were 
greatly relieved and voted un- 
animously for the new fund. 

The other Histadrut delegate, 
Ada Maimon, outstanding women 
member of the Knesset, came 
with a more modest request. She 
asked the LZOA to send to Is- 
rael 50 children of high school 
age for two years, under her 
personal supervision. On their 
return, they would help to keep 
up the bonds of friendship and 
understanding between Israel and 
American Jewish youth. She met 
with cold silence, almost hostility 
and went back to Israel perhaps 
a more sad but certainly a more 
enlightened person. 

Some of the LZOA leaders here 
are very perturbed about the 
whole situation and are looking 
for ‘a way out without ertdanger- 
ing the very existence of the par- 
ty. One of them suggested that 
the LZOA drop the chalutziut 
angle from their program for 
fear of losing most of their 
younger members. . . It is well 
that the ZOA study all these facts 
before starting on a wide chalut- 
ziut program. 


A new way must be found to 
approach our youth, and a higher 
living standard must be provided 
for them in Israel before we urge 
them to settle there. There is 
still idealism to be found in our 
youth and we must find the meth- 
od to bring it to the foreground. 
Above all, let’s remember that a 
chalutziut program may mean 
that some day one of our children 
may want to settle in Israel.

HITS B'NAI B’RITH SABBATH BREACH; 
ASKS IT TO PRACTICE ITS PREACHING 


@Editor, National Jewish Post: 

“Hillel is effectively driving to 
the heart of its task: To bring to 
every Jewish student the recogni- 
tion that there are positive and 
even joyous reasons for Jewish 
identity; to make evident both in 
classroom discussion and in daily 
Jewish living, in study and in 
fellowship, the high values creat- 
ed by the Jewish past and pre- 
served for us in Jewish literature, 
and the enriching contributions 
to humanity which can emerge 
tomorrow from a Jewish com- 
munity that knows and respects 
itself.” 

The above quotation is an in- 
finitessimal fragment of an in- 
spiring annual report, recently 
delivered at the Bnai Brith Sec- 
ond District Convention, held at 
Denver, Colorado, by Sidney G. 
Kussworm, first in Bnai Brith. 
Had no other statement been 
made on the convention floor, 
the selected segment could fitting- 
ly serve as a token of the destiny 
of the Bnai Brith and the mis- 
sion of the Hillel foundation. No 
Jew, but heartily endorses and 
confirms the Bnai Brith’s plan, 
programme and purpose. The 
area of disagreement and count- 
erpoint meet at the concluding 
words above quoted: “A Jewish 
community that knows and re- 
spects itself.” ... 

Self-respect, admittedly, must 
precede respect from _ others. 
Through the channels of self es- 
teem, esteem from others may 
flow. From this practice no peo- 
ple is free; the Jewish people the 
least of all. Not only because 
self-respect is of the seed of our 
heritage; chiefly because the 
eyes of the world are ever upon 
us. And if we are to gain favor 
in the eyes of the world we must 
first find favor in our own eyes. 
Hence the timeliness of Kuss- 
worm’s persuasive appeal for “a 
Jewish community that knows 
and respects itself.” 

“If to do were as easy as to 
say how to do,” is a sufficient ad- 
monition, and—warrant against 
any critical step. But to gloss 
over a glaring contradiction in 
theory and, practice, in high 
places, is far from desirable. 
Perhaps it is more true to say, 
that in high places, especially, 
self-respect should never suffer a 
damaging blow. And yet that is 
what Jew and Judaism were off- 
ered at the hands of Bnai Brith, 
at its recent district convention 
at Denver, Colo. 

On Saturday morning, June 17, 
at the Cosmopolitan Hotel, Head- 
quarters of the Bnai Brith, re- 
gistration of the delegates to the 


convention was in full swing. 
Rows of long narrow tables filled 
the Mezzanine floor, where the 
line formed to the left. Batteries 
of clerks, secretaries, stenograph- 
ers, and cashiers pounded away 
on the typewriters, cash registers 
and adding machines as the men 
and women ‘passed by them in 
good order: registering, paying 
and receiving their cards and 
kits, at the end of the line. No 
place in the hotel, and nowhere 
in the city of Denver was so busy, 
so crowded, so hard at work as 
the Bnai Brith personnel on the 
second floor of Hotel Cosmopoli- 
tan on the Sabbath of June 17. 


It is true that “Registration on 
Sabbath” was not on the agenda 
of the Bnai Brith. It is also true 
that the convention was limited 
to four business days, with taxed 
sessions morning, day and night. 
But it is also true that closing 
our eyes to wrong does not lessen 
it. It is no less true that the 
Sabbath, in Jewish tradition, is 
not violated because of time need- 
ed for registration. Advocating 
self-respect on Tuesday and vio- 
lating it on Saturday is not only 
a contradiction in terms, not only 
hypocrisy full blown, but sabo- 
tage of the soul of a people. It 
is destructive of love and loyalty 
to Israel’s choicest institution: 
the Sabbath. In brief, have we 
reached that stage in self abnega- 
tion that no Jewish organization 
can hold its annual meeting with- 
out committing something, offici- 
ally or otherwise, that is offen- 
sive to Jewish tradition, destruc- 
tive of Jewish values, insulting 
to Jewish dignity? 


Time has come for the Ameri- 
can Jew to take himself serious- 
ly. Time has come for national 
Jewish institutions to respect the 
traditions of their people. It can 
not be that the leading function 
of Jewish organizaions, in annual 
session, is to defy Jewish decen- 
cy, to trample underfoot cherish- 
ed custom, to violate the days 
holiest in the calendar of Israel. 
Time has come for the Bnai 
Brith—the leading Jewish organi- 
zation in length of time and in 
record of significant achievement 
—to show the way to self-re- 
spect.

“wSRAEL IN SONG” is a show- 
I case for Nahum Nardi, one 
of Israel’s more talented com- 
posers. His work is best known 
here through children’s songs, 
some of which have been record- 
ed. Nardi’s music is always live- 


ly, tuneful, and reflects’ the 
moods and emotions of his 
people. 


The present album is a well- 
paced collection in horah and 
galop tempi of such numbers as 
“Hymn to Labor,” “Stamp Your 
Feet,” and “Song of the Pio- 
neers,” evidently selected to 
point up Junior Hadassah’s “rai- 
son d'etre.” The music is bright 
and fast, and constructed with 
workmanship. Since the songs 
seem all to be written in the 
same, or related, keys, and since 
the speed of each is approximate- 


ly that of the one preceding, 
“Israel in Song” moves right 
along. 


The seven soloists fill the bill. 
There is. no valid argument for 
having a narrator, though, and 
indeed, an absence of narration 
might have been to the good.

IT IS NO WONDER, on the basis of Mr. H. R.’s 
letter, that he finds this columnist has “a sour out- 
look toward life” and that the column is ‘seldom con- 
structive or newsy.” 

We have published most of this letter for a num- 
ber of reasons. First, it is well written and reveals 
that writer’s intense interest in and knowledge of 
sports. Second, his items require an answer. Third,- 
it gives us a springboard for explaining some things 
which may puzzle our readers. 

About Jake Pitler: When the SPORTING NEWS 
ran a story about Pitler, we realized that neither 
in Stanley Frank’s early volume on “Jews in Sports” 
and in our own digging through National League 
files while working on our own sports book, did we 
find much, if anything, about Pitler being Jewish. 
It struck us as being odd and we wondered why. If 
there was any implication about Pitler hiding any- 
thing, we phrased our comments badly. The fact 
remains, however, that when Jewish sports fans and 
columnists write about Jews, they do comment on 
non-athletes like Nat Holman, or Al Schacht, but not 
Jake Pitler. We are grateful for our correspondent’s 
knowledge of Pitler and are glad that the Dodger 
coach is a good Jew.

ON ISRAEL TENNIS and Sid Schwartz, and here 
we hope to offer our own “philosophy” on this col- 
umn we do every week: There is a tendency in 
Jewish life, particularly in Jewish communal life 
to blow up minor events and mediocre people into 
major stories and great men. Mr. H. R. probably 
doesn’t know it, but the Israeli themselves, and the 
stories in the Hebrew press made a big todo over the 
Israel tennis team. Israel chauvinism is such that 


the Israeli can scarcely believe that any people can 
excel them in anything, even tennis. When the an- 
nouncement was made that Israel would participate 
in the Davis Cup matches (and, later in the Macca- 
biah to be held in Tel Aviv) Zionists in the United 
States and Israeli in Israel, believed, sincerely we 
are sure, that Israel would go far. A handful of 
columns ago, we warned that Israel had no chance to 
go far—yet. And they didn’t. The entire matter re- 
minds us of the various soccer teams that used to 
come from Palestine to the United States. Ameri- 
cans like winners, and these teams just weren’t good 
enough to win (except for the Hakoahs from old 
Vienna). Jews went to the soccer games, filled 
the Yankee Stadium and other large parks and 
went home disappointed. We recall seeing a bearded 
Orthodox Jew, to whom soccer was as clear as 
poker, actually crying when the Hapoel, a few sea- 
sons ago, dropped a game to an All-Star New York 
contingent. We just don’t like to see Zionists dis- 
appointed. 

As for Sid Schwaréy, here, too, there is a bit of 
smugness in our attitude as an indication of our ap- 
proach to sports. Just because an athlete is Jewish, 
we refuse to call him great. Sid Schwartz is a me- 
diocre: tennis player and that should be the end of 
it. However, when our book on sports was first 
pubiished, an important reviewer castigated us for 
omitting him from the volume. When we didn’t 
mention him in “The Sports Whirl’ others com- 
mented on it. Schwartz must have a lot of friends, 
so we keep tabs on him. And when he flops, it is 
sad for Jewish sports fans who follow. the 
Schwartz’s, the Greenbergs, etc.—but a flop is a flop.

IN THE FIRST “SPORTS WHIRL” it was pointed 
out that this column will indulge in no glorification. 
We hope we have lived up to that. On the other 
hand, we don’t want to be considered a sour observer. 
Really, this columnist loves sports; otherwise he’d 
scarcely keep up with the field as he does. We've 
praised countless Jewish athletes from the day this 
column was first introduced in the POST. But we 
hope to remain adult about what is, after all, just

Israel, the Israel Parliament was 


told this week. 


The disclosure came during sharp debate over the Israel Na- 
tionality Act which has passed its first reading and is now getting 


a thorough discussion in parlia- 
mentary committee. On its sec- 
ond reading it will become law. 
During two years of statehood, 
the inhabitants of Israel have 
technically been either foreign 
nationals or stateless. Absence of 
a law defining Israeli citizenship 
has complicated international 
agreements and provided prob- 
lems for the Israel foreign ser- 
vice. Ps 


HOW IT WORKS 

The Nationality Act will extend 
Israeli citizenship to all Jews 
now in Israel and to those who 
come here or are born here in 
the future. It will confer citizen- 
ship automatically also on some 
65,000 Arabs who received iden- 
tity cards in the November, 1948 
census. 

All others seeking Israeli citi- 
zenship thereafter will apply for 
it as in other countries. 

The Government-sponsored bill 
also provides a unique departure 
in nationality laws. Under the 
principle of dual citizenship, the 
Government has proposed that 
the acquiring of Israeli citizen- 
ship need not depend on renuncia- 
tion of previous nationality. 


EASY FOR AMERICANS 

The aim of this clause is to 
make it easier for nationals of 
other countries who would not 
want to make a complete break 
with the lands of their birth, “par- 
ticularly immigrants from the 
United States. 

Such immigrants, like all other 
Jews who would receive Israeli 
citizenship on arrival, would have 
the right to give Israeli citizen- 
ship up within a year. 

The position of the United 
States and other countries on that 
proposal was disclosed by Justice 
Minister Pinkhas Rosen. He told 
the Knesset that the U. S. would 
not automatically revoke the citi- 
zenship of Americans who be- 
came Israeli nationals automati- 
cally,

He specified, however, that the 
U. S. would revoke American 
citizenship the moment Ameri- 
cans vouk part in Israeli elections, 


Arab DPs Traverse 
Israel To Hebron 


TEL AVIV—Thousands of Arab 
refugees are moving unmolested 
through southern Israel from 
tent homes in Gaza to the city 
of Hebron in Arab Palestine. 

The caravans of 500 Arabs are 
going quietly through the Israel 
territory at night. As long as 
they are unarmed and do no 
plundering, Israeli forces in the 
area do not bother them. 

In cases where the refugees 
need food, water or other essent- 
ials, Israeli officials are providing 
such help. 

Some 8,000 of the Arabs have 
made the unique migration during 
the past four months. At Hebron, 
now part of Jordan, the Interna- 
tional Red Cross makes iife more 
liveable than it is for the 250,000 
Arabs crowded into the Gaza 
strip. The area lies between Egypt 
and southern Israel on the Medi- 
terranean coast and was seized 
by Egypt during the Israel War 
of Independence. 

Jordan, eager to settle both its 
own territory and the newly-ac- 
quired Arab Palestine area, is 
making no protest. 


took oaths of allegiance or made 
any similar national commitment 
to Israel. 

Rosen reported that Great Brit- 
ain and the Dominions, with the 
exception of South Africa, would 
permit dual citizenship for their 
nationals in Israel. Greece, Aus- 
tria, Sweden and Denmark would 
automatically revoke the citizen- 
ship of their nationals as soon as 
they became Israeli citizens under 
the proposed law. 

Rosen said that the Soviet coun- 
tries regard their nationals as 
subjects who can never renounce 
their citizenship, despite the 
Polish position. Poland is per- 
mitting its Jewish natonals to re- 
nounce their citizenship and leave 
up to Aug. 31. 


DON’T LIKE IT 

The proposal for dual citizen- 
ship got a severe drubbing from 
all parties in Knesset. Both sup- 
porters and opposition leaders 
said the proposal would hurt the 
prestige of Israeli nationality and 
would permit divided allegiance. 

Government spokesman said 
that the only step Israel could 
take in the matter would be to 
provide that foreign nationals 
could not become Israeli citizens 
until they renounced their pre- 
vious citizenship. The Govern- 
ment has decided against that, 
the spokesman said, because it 
wanted to make acquisition of Is- 
raeli citizenship aS easy as pos- 
sible. 





Vienna Rabbi Tells 
Jews To Get Out 


VIENNA — Dr. Akiba Eisen 
berg, Chief Rabbi of Vienna, said 
last week it was the duty of 
Austrian Jewish communal] lead- 
ers to persuade the 13,000 Jews 
left in Austria to leave as quickly 
as possible. 

Rabbi Eisenberg said it would 
be a terrible mistake for Aus- 
trian Jews to believe that nazism 
had been destroyed. He said the 
only selution for anti-Semitism in 
Europe was for Jews to go to 
Israel. 





Israel Votes To Join 
Parliamentary Union 


JEURSALEM—Members of the 
Israel Parliament voted unani- 
mously last week to join the 
World Inter-Parliamentary Union 
and to establish an Israel branch 
of the Union. 

A delegation of Israel MPs will 
attend a Union conference in 
Dublin in September.
